British Troops Find 39,000 


Alive, Uncounted Dead In 


Taking Over Prison

It contained typhus, typhoid, tu­ 
berculosis, nakedness, starvation, 
unburied corpses in vast heape,

with blackened bodies. 
There were children—600 of them 
—in the midst of this. 
Babies wars born bere dally 
Tbese were the findings of a 
senior medical officer of the Brit­ 
ish Second army, who had been at 
the camp three days. 
The living are bein* moved to a 
nearby army barracks. Soon none 
will be left here except those with 
communicable diseases too ill to 
move. 
“Horror camp" is what the medi­ 
cal officer calls It. 
After bis arrival at the camp. 
SS guards under the direction of 
their commander still were shoot­ 
ing prisoners who were trying to 
ateal potatoes. The SS had failed to 
abide by surrender terms to turn 
in their arras because they feared 
the vengeance of their emaciated 
victims. 
Indefinite reports ray 30.000 died 
in tbs last few months. 
In tbs middle of the camp is a 
mound 80 yards by 30 yards or 
th# naked bodies of women piled 
table-high.

CIVILIANS WAVE, 
LAUGH AT YANKS 


Thousands Appear Relieved 


As They Leave Shelters 


To Watch Fighting

LEIPZIG, Germany, April 19— 
Capture of Leipzig was only hours 
away W ednesday as troops of the 
United States First arm y pounded 
through the streets while thousands 
of German 
civilian*, 
apparently 
unmindful of the battle, poured 
from basem ents and air raid shel­ 
ters to watch. 
Some 
Germans 
laughed 
and 
waved in genuine display of relief 
that the Americans had arrived. 
(Since this story teas w ritten, 
American forces have captured 
Leipzig.) 
They gave Little heed to the rat* 
’ tie of machine gun fire and the 
crashing of shells at the Elater 
river, which run* through the city’s 
center, where tired, muddy Amer­ 
ican doughboys battled the Ger­ 
mans after advancing 
block 
by 
block through the city. 
American forces moving against 
the heart of Leipzig and attacking 
Afront the south and west were put 
ting the squeeze on an estim ated 
40,000 Germans inside the Indus 
trial and art center, fifth city of 
the Nazi reich. 
Doughboy* moved into the out­ 
skirts Tuesday night on the sixth 
t day of the siege. Entrance into the 
w arcrow ded city of 1,000,000 came 
after an eerie march through the 
rain. 
Brilliant lightning coupled 
with flaming artillery bursts to 
guide the long, dark columns to 
their objective. 
Enemy rifles made brief stabs of 
flame along the route, but these 
small strong point* quickly were 
knocked out. 
No Nazi artillery shells fell as 
the Americans plodded along, cov­ 
ered by their own artillery, the 
explosions of which were lost in 
tha noise of thunderclaps. 
Civilians in Leipzig reported that 
some 1,200 picked German troops 
left the city two day* ago for the 
mountainous “national redoubt’’ in 
the Bavarian Alps. 
American troops fighting for pos­ 
session of the city have encoun* 
, tared various resistance, including 
grounded Luftwaffe pilots, boyish 
H itler youth soldiers — some of 
whom 
became hysterical at the 
sight of their comrades’ blood. 
Nazi prisoners said the Germans 
had been planning to use women 
ae anti-aircraft gun crews at the 
more than 1,200 weapons ringing 
> 
the city. 
This latter scheme was called off 
by the Nazi high command after 
169 women were brought in for 
training 
and 
were 
bombed 
by 
American planes. 
The women were going through 
the motions of operating guns in 
•’dum m y” practice, prisoners said 
when American planes attacking 
the regular gun emplacement* over 
shot 
their targets 
and 
dumped 
their bombs squarely in the mid 
die of the women’s detachm ent. It

women became so hysterical that

Forty of these women have been 
* captured by American forces. 
East of Leipzig, the enemy re 
slstance consisted alm ost solely of 
Hitler youth, driven to sacrifice by 
propaganda appeals to ‘‘stand and 
die**.

these boy fanatics, who usually run 
in terror after firing a few rounds 
from panzerfausts.

The tanks blast­ 
ed the Nazi position* with high- 
velocity guns and either ran away 
or stood waiting for capture. 

En­ 
tering troops found the city in mili­ 
tary disorder aud civilian chaos. 
There was no water and no elec­ 
tricity and hundreds of thousand* 
of regular resident* and refugees 
hugged 
the walls in basements, 
where they had been living in fear 
of bombings and artillery shells. 
Hospitals were filled to overflow­ 
ing. 
Some civilian* and soldier strag­ 
glers. taking advantage of the con­ 
fusion, prowled through the ruin* 
and broke into stores and supply 
depots, trying to grab all available 
food.

Russian forces related today how' 
he hid five days in a sewer in Nazi 
territory without food after his j 
glider crashlanded during a thrust I 
by element* of the 82nd airborne 
division. 
He is Sgt. Frank J. Gerace, 26, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Mike Gerace, 
415 W est Sixth st., who was freed 
Jan. 
31 % when 
Russian 
forces 
reached Stalag 3-C, about 38 miles 
southwest of Berlin, where he had 
been held since his capture Sept. 
22. 
Missing their landing zone, sev­ 
eral gliders crashed and burned 
in German territory, leaving the 
men stranded with only the weap­ 
ons and food they could salvage 
from the burnt wrecks. Sgt. Gerace 
and a buddy from Virginia, whose 
leg wras broken in the crash, took 
refuge in a sewer in a field. 
For five days they hid while 
Germans passed nearby. But when 
the Virginia soldier’s leg became 
more 
painful and 
he developed 
fever, they g a v e themselves up to 
save his life.

Like all other returning prison­ 
ers, Sgt. Gerace gave weekly Red 
Cross food packages credit for sav­ 
ing the soldiers’ lives. 


“We ate black bread and watery 
rutabaga soup issued by the Ger­ 
mans. so those Red Cross packages 
saved my life a* well as those of 
the other men,” Sgt. Gerace re­ 
lated. “I know every PW will back 
that up. Those package* of good 
American chow gave the men some­ 
thing to look forward to each week, 
and boosted their morale Immeas­ 
urably.” 
The camp where Sgt. Gerace was 
held was for non-commissioned of­ 
ficers, with a sprinkling of Rus­ 
sian*. French and Italians in ad­ 
dition to the Americans. 
As the 
Geneva convention says non-coms 
cannot be forced to work the only 
requirem ent was that they stand a 
few roll-call formations each day. 
Prisoners volunteered for duty as 
cooks and kitchen police to pre­ 
pare their own food. 
Liberation gave Sgt. Gerace his 
first opportunity to visit home in 
25i months. 
He was here last on 
a three-day pass in February. 1943. 
The following month his famed out­ 
fit left for overseas, later spear­ 
heading 
the

France last June. 
The 
sergeant,

Moral* Of The Peace 


Step Back In The Car, Please 


W 
fOODROW WILSON approach 
ed the peace from the lofty 
position of international morality. 
His Fourteen Points rejected ex­ 
pediency as his procedures reject­ 
ee! secrecy. He refused to build a 
world peace on vengeance and ha­ 
tred. 
Mr. 
Wilson’s difficulties srose 
from the "realism” of his associ­ 
ates. The Treaty of Versailles con­ 
tradicted the Fourteen Points and 
even the covenant of the League of 
Nations. 
I need but cite one example, the 
Shantung settlement by which Irre­ 
futable Chinese territory was given 
to Japan, it was this sort of "prac­ 
tical” settlement that ruined Mr. 
Wilson's moral ambitions. 
San Francisco will not meet in 
the shadow of failure in the mili­ 
tary war. Germany Is defeated; 
Japan cannot possibly succeed. San 
Francisco need not appease any­ 
one. 
It can afford the time and high 
purpose of fundamentally solving 
some of the problems that have 
kept this world at war since Na­ 
poleon. These problems are moral. 
They have to do with Justice, with 
the rights of nations, 
with the 
rights of man. with the outlawing 
of war and even military alliances 
and non-aggression pacts ami sec­ 
ret treaties 
and 
secret 
commit­ 
ments. 
H 
ERBERT 
HOOVER 
proposed 
positive standartls among na­ 
tions, 
for, 
in 
effect, a 
Bill 
of 
Rights, a moral charter for man­ 
kind. Sen. Arthur Vandenburg, a 
delegate to San 
Francisco, also 
raises moral issues and proposes 
a code. 
Obviously, it is Impossible to or­ 
ganise anything without positive 


objectives. The mere arrangement 
of an international society is in­ 
sufficient. 
That society must have the ob­ 
jective, if it Is to satisfy the popu­ 
lar longing for peace, of producing 
a moral substitute for war. It must 
contain the promise that the brutal 
ity and destructiveness of this war 
shall not be repeated. 
Yet, 
all 
the 
problems 
that 
brought on this war are not solved 
Many of the settlements made in 
secret at Yalta obviously cannot 
survive the moral indignation of 
mankind. 
Must we go to war over them or 
is it possible to draw up a Bill of 
Rights for nations, as for the in-* 
dividual man, so that only criminal 
nations are predatory and make 
war? 
Rut before we can declare a man 
or a nation criminal, there must be 
a code of principles which they 
have broken. Dumbarton Oaks pro­ 
vides no such code. San Francisco 
must lay down the law or declare 
itself an impotent failure. 


I 
HE objectives of San Francisco, 
to summarize, should be sin­ 
cerely to explore the possibility of 
abolishing war, to create a code, a 
Bill of Rights for nations, to recog­ 
nize the rights of the individual 
man to human liberty, to develop 
an atmosphere of abhorrence for 
military 
alliances, 
to encourage 
mankind to believe that civiliza­ 
tion means not vengeance and hate 
but the brotherhood of man, of 
Cain and Abel, of the "peace lo'v- 
ing” and the "aggressor”, for God s 
house is of many mansions and dif­ 
fering brothers may dwell In all of 
them in peace, if only th ey recog­ 
nize the law of the Father.

\ MEHIGAN production and use of the airplane 
‘ * Is the nation's most dramatic war triumph. 
More than any other single weapon forged In 
the American arsenal, it broke Germany's back. 
Almost without notice, the air war over Europe 
has moved Into lta last stage. The German Luft­ 
waffe is declared officially to retain only nuisance 
value. In one day's operation, more than I,HOU 
German planes were knocked out. The total for 
the first 16 days of April was 3,699 German 
planes against Allied losses of 486. The strategic 
bombing program has been finished; ail equip­ 
ment now is available for tactical bombing. AU 
signs point to the completion of the triumph 
against 
Germany's 
carefully-prepared 
bid 
tor 
aerial supremacy. In reality, there have been two 
triumphs—one in the west, another by the Rus­ 
sians in the east, where Germans were beaten 
in what they believed was their prime specialty, 
the airplane used in support of ground troops. 
The Uitited States has no wish to claim loo 
much, bm Americans would be foolish to claim 
too little. We have provided the bulk of Allied 
air power aud the diverse models that have 
plagued German strategists by their adaptability 
to special uses. We have borrowed ideaa freely 
from our alHes aud certainly they have borrowed 
freely iii turn. But as the war In Europe shudders 
to its close. American planes. American pilots 
sod American techniques have become synony­ 
mous with modern air power. It is (he nations 
greatest heritage from the necessities of World 
War II; America has mastered the air.

ures show civilian consumption of 
fresh meat in that country was 
138.8 pounds per person in 1944, 
compared with 147 pounds per per­ 
son iu the United Slates.

shortage in the States and no ap­ 
parent lack of meat in the Domin­ 
ion? 
A much more even distribution 
of meat in Canada is the main 
answer. 
A large proportion of Canadians 
got. aa amount of meat closer to 
their 138 pound “quota.” and In 
this country, many millions—par­ 
ticularly those in large eastern cit­ 
ies — got considerably less than 
their "quota” of 147 pounds. Other 
Americans, living near producing 
areas, got more than their share. 
Here 
are 
some 
reasons 
why 
Canada has a more even distribu­ 
tion of meat: 
1.—A much smaller and more 
rural population — ll.5u0.thH) as 
against our 131,000.000 — makes 
it easier to apportion supplies and 
regulate prices. 
2.—Canada lias not experienced 
the huge war-time shifts In popu­ 
lation which complicate the dis­ 
tribution job. 
3.--Canada's

cities, 
Montreal and 
Toronto, 
can get 
most of their meat from nearby

4 —A single agency in Canada, 
the prices boar!, controls supply, 
distribution and rationing. In this 
country th# OPA controls ration­ 
ing and the war food administra­ 
tion regulates distribution and to­ 
tal supply 
Their objectives are 
frequently in conflict. 
A smaller population makes it 
easier to connect production and 


distribution. 
An official in Ottawa 
can 
pick up bis 
telephone and 
within half an hour reach the three 
meat packing houses which do 70 
percont of the business in the Do­ 
minion. 
Thickly populated areas in the 
eastern 
United State* are 
1,000 
miles away from the big meat pro­ 
ducing centers in 
the midwest. 
Greater New York city alone has 
a population as large a* that of all 
Canada. 
Montreal, 
with 
1.140,000 
people, aud Toronto, with 900,5oo, 
are 
340 
miles 
apart. 
Boston, 
Philadelphia and other large cities 
are much closer than that to New 
York. 
Canadian officials 
say enough 
meat is produced and slaughtered 
within a radius of 150 mile* of To­ 
ronto to feed that city. 
But the 
amount of meat produced In Massa­ 
chusetts would not feed 
Boston. 
Another factor is the American 
ban on 
inter-state shipments of 
meal w hich is not federal inspect­ 
ed. 
Nearly half the- civilian sup­ 
ply in this couniry is not so in­ 
spected. 
This result* in relative­ 
ly big supplies in Die large produc­ 
ing areas and severe shortages in 
other areas.

Q.: la salt present in the air? 
A.: The air is full of small par­ 
ticle* of sodium chloride, which is 
common table salt. 
Minute crys­ 
tals of salt are placed In the air 
by breaking ocean wave*. 
Every 
breaking 
wave 
creates 
a 
small 
amount of salt water spray. Some 
droplets in the spray are small 
enough to be carried away by the 
wind lo levels above the ocean. 
where they evaporate. 
Evapora­ 
tion creates a small crystal of salt 
whose diameter a n d weight are 
such that it can be carried to great 
altitude* and distances by the var­ 
ied air currents found in the atmo­ 
sphere. 
In fact, the production of 
salt crystals by the ocean is so 
prolific that, despite the removal 
of 
thousands 
daily 
by 
rainfall, 
there remain from a few hundred 
to a few thousand in each cubic 
inch of air everywhere above the 
earth up to several miles altitude. 
If the air is dry. these crystals are 
invisible but remain partially re­ 
sponsible for the blue color of the 
sky. 
A heavy haze may result 
when there is an abnormal number 
of these crystals present and the 
air is approaching saturation.

I’ll go further and say it would 
be a blessing to humanity lf some 
cataclysm should destroy the en­ 
tire Prussian race. It's Prussian mil­ 
itarism which for generations has 
tortured the world with the ag­ 
gression that has developed the 
excresence of Naziism.

W’hen the Americans stood at 
Erfurt and the Russians on the 
Oder, rye bread on the black mar 
ket cost 150 m arks a kilogram. 
(The pre-war mark was quoted as 
40 cents; a kilogram is 35 ounces.) 
Butter was 800 marks a kilogram. 
’’Luxury” goods brought fantastic 
prices: Coffee, 1,000 marks a kilo; 
Cigarets of German m anufacture, 
300 marks for a package of 20. 
Nobody has any inhibitions about 
the black m arket. 
The ups and downs in values 
and lack of confidence in money is 
one of the principal factors in a

LISBON, April 19—Clifford Shaw 
of the Columbiana County AAA 
committee today appealed for farm­ 
ers to Improve non-crop open pas­ 
ture lands, citing the extra profits 
possible, by adding to Ohio’s food 
supply of milk and meat. 
Mr. Shaw pointed out that the 
1945 AAA farm program has four 
practices which can be used to im­ 
prove the open pasture land, the 
application of lime, or of phosphate 
and potash, reseeding and keeping 
the pasture free from weeds. Pro­ 
per care of the open pasture land 
will more than double the amount 
of grass produced, thus cutting the 
cost of beef and milk production. 
Columbiana county has 79,304 
acres of this non-crop open pasture, 
much of which needs attention and 
Mr. Shaw urges all farmers to give 
their pastures a little extra care 
for "extra revenue".

Every state of the Union will be 
entitled to east a vota in world af­ 
fairs Bt tha Sal Francisco confer­ 
ence—if the congress approve* 
resolution introduced by Rep. Earl 
R Lewis of BL Clairsville. 
Rep. Lewis. 18th district con­ 
gressman, said he seek! to lay 
a solid foundation for tha claim 
or right to multiply repreaentation 
in the council, or in any organisa­ 
tions growing out of the conference, 
which opens next Wednesday. 
There Is no reason why Great 
Britain should be entitled to six 
votes, or Russia three—or 16 
each of the Soviet Republics 
given a vote — and the United 
States limited to one vote, Mr. 
Lewis said In his weekly report of 
activities In the capital. 
"The best way we can establish' 
claim to multiple voting power is 
to endow our Individual states with 
all of the authority and attributes 
of sovereignty under the Constitu­ 
tion aud then use that as a basis 
for bargaining at San Francisco 
for multiple representation for the. 
United States in case such a pol­ 
icy is advocated in any new organ­ 
isation of nations." 
Rep. Lewis introduced the resol-j 
ution with the assertion that un­ 
less one has examined the Constl-! 
tutlon closely, "one will be amated 
to know the number of powers or­ 
dinarily exercised by the nations 
that congress may confer upon the 
states under the Constitution."
